A Thrilling Scene in the T’ial of Phil Thompson for 
tte Murder of Davie- Jaded Jrenie’s Bxim - 
nation—The Widow of the Murdered Man 
in Court—Miss Buckner’.

HARECDSBURG, Ky., May i4.—The court adjourn- 
ed Friday evening, in the midst of complications 
which were almost overwhelming. The entangle- 
mecut arose over the admission in the evidence of 
John. B.- Thompson's investigation of Mrs. Phil 
Thomson’s conduct. When it came to detailing 
the statements of Mrs. Thompson to the witness 
the defense objected, and the prosecution contend- 
ed for the entire investigation since it had been 
permitted to come in, and Judge Hardin asked for 
cooling time. Upon opening Saturday 
morning the jury was sent out and the court an- 
nounced that it was due to the counsel as well as 
himself to decide the questions which came up 
incidentally on yesterday. [ia making a supe-ficial 
examivuation of the ground last night, Judge Hardin 
aid he was struck with the similiarity of this case 
with the celebrated Sickles murder trial. This 
court, he said, would be guided in a very g:eat 
measure by the rulings in that case. in thai casea 
question was waisedastothe competency of Mrs.

8S») ab 
sorbed was the crowd in Miss Buckne:’s testimony 
that the appearance Of three laGies attired in deep 
mourning was not noviced untila heartbroken 
sigh was heard in the aisle leading to the inclosure 
of the bar. Theaisie was densely packed and it 
was some tine before the ladies 
could crowd through. As the ladies 
reached the inside inclosure it Was seen that one of 
them leaned heavily, supported on either side by 
the other two, and ‘he information was carried 
from mouth to mouth through the court-room that 
Mrs. Walter H. Dav’s was present. ‘The other la- 
dies were the mother and sisterof the deceased. 
They were given seats at the side of Crit Davis, near 
the table of the prosecution. 

A fter some interuption,cccasioned by the appear- 
ance of the ladies of the Davis family, the exami- 
nation of Miss Buckner was continued, She testi- 
fied to Walter Davis coming to the St. Clair hotel 
during the afternoon of the same day, and detailed 
the circumstances of the occurrences at the hotel 
without relating a single particular with which the 
pubiic is not already familiar. in regard to the let- 
ter which sne wrote to Phil Thompson from the St. 
Claic hotel, on the day following the occurrences, 
Miss Buckner said she only communicated to him 
the fact of his wife’s. drunkenness, witbout 
conneeting her name with that of 
Walter Davis. Subsequently, in a conversation 
with the defendant, the witness related the partic- 
ulars as she had seen them and as she had gleaned 
them atthe hotel. Their conversation occurred at 
the Gibson house, on Tuesday, April 24th. The 
witness, upon November 29, i882, following the dis- 
closures of the evening, Wrote Mrs. Thompson, iu- 
forming her of what Mrs. Roth had stated to hey, 
and also the fact that she (Miss B.) had informed 
the husband ofa partofthe transaction. The in- 
formation communicated to Davis was the fact that 
she knew what had taken place. The witness was 
then turned over to the prosecution. 

; A CHEQUERED MARRIED LIFE. 

The cross-examination was conducted by Mr. Ben 
Roboins. “I was born in Mississippi, aud am 2) 
vears old. I was educated in Nazareth academy, 
and I lived in Louisville between 1877 and 1879, 
During two years subsequent I resided in Boston. 
It was about six months ago when 1 went to live in 
Cincinnati.”’

My past mar- 
ried life had been discussed, and that was the chief 
reason for my leaving the hotel, I bad been di- 
vorced from my husband. Everybody there, Iltup- 
pose, was acquainted ‘with the history of my mar 
ried life. I nadafriend atthe St. Clair, and the 
sensation grew ont of the development that I had 
been married, but nothing to my detriment on ac- 
count of my goiug under the name of Miss Buckner. 
He had no kuowledge of my married life. 
Governor Bishop and Mrs. Owens made 
arrangements for my going to the Gibson house. I 
had known Walter Davis since I was sixteen years 
old. Our relations were very pleasant. It was upon 
November 27 that Mrs. Thompson and myself met 
Walter Davis on the streets of Cincinnati. This was 
abouti1 o’clock. I greeted him very cordially; 80 
did Mrs. Thompson. Aftera few minutes’ conver- 
sation, in which he inquired where we were étop- 
ping, we separated, he with the remark that he 
would come down, I said very well. Mrs, Thomp- 
sonand I went immediately to the hotel. it was 
fifteen or twenty minutes after we weat to lunch 
that Walter Davis sent in his card,” 
MK. ROTH'S EEVELATIONS, 


Mr. Roth, proprietor of the Bt Vlair hotel, Cin- 
rinnati, was celled after Miss Buckner, and raid: 
I bave been keeping the St. Clair hotel fora year 
prior to the Ist of January last. Miss Buckner was 
boarding with me last November.

AMASA STONB’S SUICIDE, 


The Builect Through His Breast—A Life of Successful 
Enterprise. 

CLEVELAND, May 14.—Mrs. Stone tells the story of 
her husband’s suicide as follows: Early he com- 
plsined of suffering, he remained in bed until 
eleven o'clock. Atone o'clock, he returned tw his 
room with the remark that he would endeavor to 
takea nap. As nothing was heard from him, his 
faufly supposed he was asleep, and no one went 
near him until afer four o'clock. Mrs. Stone at 
thattime knocked eat the door, but no-response was 


given. She opened the door and found the 
first chamber empiy. The door of the bath- 
room was closed and a tral showed that 


it was locked. Sheeudeavored to gain @ response 
byealling, but none wasgiven, She decidea that 
he had fainted in his bath, and cailed forbelp. The 
bi:ler responded, and, under Mrs. Stone’s; direc- 
tighs, Weut through the transom, where he found 
the body of Mr. Stonein the bath tub, and ouly 
Whit dressed. A holein his breast told the whole 
story. He bad left his bed, partially dressed hirm- 
self, when, either as the resu.t of wa loug-matured 
Gecision, or the sudden promptings of 
en insane impulse, he had cecided 
to kill himself. Ciose to the bath-tub, 
on the floor, lay a small, silver-plated Smith & Weés- 
son revolver, with. one empty barrel. Death had 
come instantly. Mr. Stone’s father, a tarmer of 
Chariton, Massachusetts, was a descendant from a 
leading member of a colony which landed in Mass- 
achusetts in 1655. Amasa was born fon April 28, 
1818, and allof his early boyhood was spenton a 
farm. When he was seventeen he learned the car- 

enter trade, and in company with two older 

rothers was engaged for years in the construction 
of railroad bridges and depois. In 1839, in com- 
pany with another man, he purchased from 
the inventor (Howe) the right to use his truss bridge 
in any part of New England. They did not realize 
from it what they had expected until Stone applied 
bimself toits improvemeut, and from that time they 
Gid better. In 1¢45 he was made supe¢riutendent ot 
the New Haven, Harford aud Springfield railroad. 
P84 she turned his attention to the wesi, andin 
company with the late Stillman Wilt Contracted to 
build a road from Cleveland to Columbus and Cin- 
cinuati, the present Bee Line. I+ was thought that 
this wasa great Veatuce, especiaily as they took a 
part of their pay in stock, but Stone made a 
ereat deal of money by itin the long run. In 1850 
he went into the Cleveland and Erie road, and used 
allhis euergy and experienceto help push that 
through, and wheuit developed into the Lake 
Shore und Michigan southern he was for many 
vears its Chief brains and managing direcior up to 
last winter, when he resigned as a protest against 
the purchase of the Nickel Plate. Of late he has 
been investing heavily in the iron business, and the 
difficulties in which his brother, A. B. Stone, run 
the Union Stee] miiis of Chi- 
cag), found him wiih nearly 
<i Y00,000 of its indebtedness on hands. The Brown, 
Bonueli & Co. difficulty at Youngstown also caugh) 
him some, and, while neither of these was -capabie 
of injuriog his 15,000,000 or $6,000,000 fortune, they 
hurt his pride as a financial manager, and had an 
effect on his mind. The fall of the Ashtabula 
bridge, which had been a pet structure o! his, and 
planned out of his practical experience, wore upon 
him fearfully, and no one would have been sur 
prised had he taken his life then. In 1874, his only 
son, Adcivert, was drowned in the Connec- 
ticut river, While at Yale, and he has always 
mourned his loss. His family relations have, out- 
Side ef this loss, always been of a pleasant character. 
Iu 1842 he was married to Julia Ann Gleason, of 
Warren, Massachusetts, and two daughters ere still 
living, one the wife of Colonel John Hay, the poet 
and the other married to a Cleveland business man 
named Mather. Two large buildings comprise Mr. 
Stoue’s public benefactions, one a home for aged 
women, on Kennard street, and the other, 
Adelbert colleze, the new structure, which 
houses the vld Western Reserve college,. o! 
Hudson. The name was given as a remem- 
branee of the son who was so untimely. cailed 
away. Hemadeatrip to Europe some years ago, 
but it did him little puysical good. His merits asa 
railroad manager and builder were second to none 
in the country. During the war President Lincoin 
offered him a brigadier-generalship, ia order that 
he would build the government a railroad for mil- 
itary purposes through Keatucky and Tennessee;

CRIMINAL HAPPENINGS. 


A Leulstana Lynching—Klilled for Lack of Politeness— 
Eight Kuklux Arrested. 

SHREVEPORT, La., Ma? 14.—D. C. Hutchins, who 
murdered Will H. Lyon at the ferry landing Bossier 
parish opposite here last Tuesday night, while be- 
ing conveyed to Selleone jail; Sunday morning was 
taken from the guards by seventy-five or one hun- 
dred men and hanged in the woods. When he saw 
the masked men coming, Hutchins pulled a huge 
knife from his pocket and stabbed himself three 
times near the heart. After havging him, these 
placards were pinned to his body: ‘There isa 
point yhere forbearance ceases to be a virtue;’’ 
‘*Fettermans, both of you, never return. If 
you: do, you will follow this desperado and thief.” 
The twg Fettermans keep stores on the opposite side 
of the Ber and arein some way mixed up with 
Hutchins. Thousands of people to-day visited the 
place where the hanging occurred. Late last night 
the body was still hanging, as the coroner, who lives 
a long distance away, had not arrived. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 14 —Williems Powers shot 
and killed John sullivan last night, in ai affray 
caused by an alleged lack of politeu<ss on tae part 
of Sullivan. Powers surrendered himself.

CHATTANOOGA, May 14,—Willlam Conners, aged 
‘0. who shot and killed two men aud cut tWe Otners 
durioga druuken quarrel at Glen Mary, Tennessee, 
Saturday, was lynched Sunday night. After he was 
hauged his body was riddled by coal miners. A 
dispatch to the Times tells the story of the tragedy 
which led te this event thus: Toward evening a 
crowd of miners congregated at Thompson's saloon 
and began drinkiog very freely. Tuey soon became 
very boisterous, and flaally were engaged in a gea- 
eral row. William Conners, of Chattanooga, was 
attacked by four men,and in tlefeoding nirmseelf 
killed Chris Duer aud mortally wounded Doe 
Heaps. He then ran from the building, and was 
closely pursued by a crowd of roughs. They fired 
on him four times without effect. One of the bul- 
lew shattered a glass in the north bound Cincin- 
nati Southern express which had just arrived. 
The men finally caught him and beat him horri- 
bly, but he managed to fiee. At this writing, 9 a. 
m., @ mob of colored men have cap'ured him and 
are taking him to the woods to lynch him.

BRADY HANGED. 


THE EXECUTION OF THE PHOENIX- 
PARK ASSASSIN. 


The Doomed Man’s Mother Visite HMim—An Uocfiineh:- 
ing Waik to the Scaffold—Ths Raising cf the 
Biack Fieg—The Crowd on the Ounaiside 
Stands Uncovered, Etc., Bte. 


DuBUN, May 14.—Joe Brady was hanged at 
eight o’clock this morning. A vast eoncourse of 
people gathered outside the prison yard in which 
the execution took place. A strong force of cay- 
alry, infantry and police were presen‘ to preserve 
order. There was no attempt at a disturbance, 
however, the crowd conducting itself with credita- 
ble decorum. Brady rose at six o'clock. At 6:35, 
Canon Kennedy, of St. James church, and Father 
O'Reilly, administered the sacrament to the con- 


demned man in the prison chapel. They 
remained praying until the arrival of Mar- 
wood, the hangman. Brady submitted 
quietly while his arms were be- 
ing pinioned, and walked slowly and 


unflinchingly to the scaffold. The black tiag indi- 
cating that thg cxecution had taken place, was 
hoisted over the piison at three minutes past cight. 
Almost immediately after the fag wasraised the 
hearse and coach, with the mourners was seen at a 
distance, coming in the direction of the prison. 
The police interferred and prevented the vehicles 
from approaching. There had been reports cireu- 
lating thatafter the hanging of Brady, his friends 
would endeavor to excite the people to a demon- 
stration by . parading an empty hearse 
through the city. jrady - was visited by 
his mother last evening. She was heard to 
exclaim, ‘Mind ye, Joe, no statements.’’ Brady 
smiled and replied: ‘‘Don't be foolish. Do you 
think Lama fool?’ Itis stated that the mother 
threatened to disown her son if he gave the govera- 
mentany information. A wreath of flowers was 
received by Brady, to which was attached a card 
bearing an expression of grief at his fate from Lrish- 
men living in Liverpool. Brady made no state- 
ment to the jail chaplain, or to the governor of the 
prison: Oneof the last things he did was to write 
ailetter tohis mother. Hecarried a prav¢r bookixr 
his hand to the scaffold, as was thoroughly resigned 
and firm. His body fell nine feet and hisdeath was 
instautaneous. Brady was dressed in the same 
clothes he wore during histrial. Tne number of 
persons in the erowd outside the jail 
is estimated to bave reached ten thousand. ‘Lhe 
tnrong is said to have been even greater than any 
of those which collected when the exeenutions were 
public. At the mome*t the black flag was seen 
over the jail, the cry was raised of ‘‘hats off’ and 
every head was uncovered. The crowd shortiy after- 
wards dispersed quietly. The verdict of the coro- 
ner’s jury was that Brady’s death wasca )sed by the 
rupture of a spinal cord. A juryman stated that 
the features of the dead man were slighly swollen 
aud his eyes protruded. His tougue was half eut in 
two between his teeth.

ThE DYNAMITE POLICY. 


An Engiish Appeal to American Opiaion—The Pope 
and Ireland. 

London, May 14.—The Times says the speech of 
General Grant at the recent annual banquet of the 
New York chamber of commerce, 1s a fair sample of 
the opinion of a majority of the American people, 
which at present is aroused by the doings of the 
dynamite party. It is possible, i. O Donovan Rossa 
keeps temporarily quiet, that Am2ricans will again 
lose sight of the true facts of the Lrish question. in 
all candor and kindliness we ask the American peo- 
ple to rid their minds of prejudices and recognize 
that the denunciations by Irishmen of England are 
not now justified, but refer to bygone 
history. We do not ask the United 
States to put down organized _  rufliianism 
which pretends“to impunity and  encourage- 
ment under their flags. If they ds not bestir them- 
selves for their owh characterand comfort, they are 
little likely todo sp to coblige England, but they 
shonid revognize the facts. Tae whole of England 
is convinced that the government hasdealt gener- 
ously with Ireland, but must resist the demands of 
the secessionists. Americans do votin their hearts 
believe thatall Englishmen are bypocrites and ty- 
rants, and should consider the efiects of reckless 
language and cease saying what they do not think. 

ROME, May 14.—A document sent by the vatican 
to the bishops im Ireland relative totne Irish agita-. 
tion, in referring to the fund being raised for Par- 
nell, says itis intoleravle that priests, much more 
bishops, should promote sch objects. The docu- 
mentcondemns all collections which may be em- 
ployed as the means of exciting rebellion against 


‘the laws. 


A dispatch from Rome to the Journal Catholique, 
says: The pose has addressed a strongly worded 
letter tothe Irish bishops desiring them to forbid 
theclergy to participate in political meetings or 
encourage subscriptions in aid of the present agita- 
tion: also recommending the use of respectful lan- 
guage toward the state. 

DUBLIN, May 14—Nearly all the tradesmen of 
Dublin have received a circular whichis termed 
‘‘An analysis of the special juries on eighteen trials 
under the crimes act.”’ Enelosed with the circular 
was a slip containing the words, *‘Woe to youif you 
have any ofthe goods of these jurors, for you and 
likewise they will have the blood and suffering of 
innocent people on your heads.’’ The slip is sign- 
ed, ‘‘By Hook or By Crooxk.’’ A sensation has been 
caused by this latest movement on the part of the 
friends of the Irish prisoners. 

LIMERICK. May 14.—At x meeting of the national 
league, he@d here yesterday, resolutions were 
passed denouncing the government and the arrears 
of rentand crimesact. Mr. William O’Brien, mem- 
ber of igi for Mallow, in a speech charged 
the government with pursuing a policy of revenge. 
He adjured-the Irish people to raaintain their 
courage, patience and union, and remarked that 
there were already sigas that their desires would be 
eventually attained 

Edmund Leamy, M. P. for Waterford city, s,eak- 
ing at a meeting to-day of the Irish national 
leauge, at Duncannon, county Wexford, at which 
4000 persons were present, denounced the govern- 
ment policy which sought to induce the vatican to 
withdraw priests from politics.

A Queer Story of Aristoeratic Life—A Child's Chequr- 
ed Histery. 

Paris, May 14.—Judgment has been rendered in 
the suit of Mrs. Hope egainst Baron de Billing for 
100,000 francs damages for putting forward as heir 
to property left by his wife (Mrs. Hope’s daughter) 
a boy who hea declared, was an offspring of the 
first marriage of Madame de Billing to Lord Carue- 
gie, from whom she was divorced. The judgment de- 
clares that the youth the defendant put forward is 
not legally the son of the defendant's wife, and the 
eoart tberefore findsin favor of Mre. Hope. Admil- 
ral the Hon. #wynfen Thomas fCaruegie, youngest 
son of the seventh eerl of Northesk (the Parisians 
persistin styiing him ‘‘Lord’’ Carnegie, perhaps 
because he was once a lord of the admiralty), maf- 
ried, in 1858, Louisa Albertina, daughter of the 
late Adrian John Hope. She was thirty years his 
junior, and her motier was a Frenchwoman, the 
daughter of Count Rapp. In 1472 the admiral ob- 
tained a divorce on the ground of his wife's adultery 
with Baron de Billing, then attached to the Freneh 
embassy in Loudon, and more recently consal-gen

The truck-farming interest has received a 
yast impetus during the past few months, 
and it is an.interest which will add largely 
to the profits of the roadsif the managers 
eof are wise enough to foster and encour- 
it. But it should be borne in mind 
y these railroad managers that the success 
ef truck-farming depends not merely upon 
gheap and quick [iransportation, but upon 
the condition of their products when they 
reach northern and western markets. 

With the exception of the Savannah, Flor- 
wMacnd Western railway, how many of the 
roads have provided themselves with ventila- 
ted cars?

AFFAIRS IN GEORGIA. 

It is a great pity that our nortbern contem- 
poraries—such esteemed contemporaries, for 
instance, as the Boston Herald—do ‘not read 
Tux Coxstitetion more carefully. They 
would then be thoroughly acquainted with 
the spirit and purpose of the people of Geor- 
gia, and this knowledge would prevent them 
from falling into some ridiculous blunders. ; 
Thefollowing from the Boston Herald illus- 
trates one of these blunders, and suggests

Itisan unnatural and thoroughly anti-republican 
condition of things, when a state which three years 
ago cast 182,000 votes for governor, how elects oe 
om a total vote of 24.009, with only 334 in opposition 
to the democratic candidate. The election prin- 
ciple haying been thus virtually nupjtied in Geor- 
gia, it is not surprising to hear that reactionists 
are coming forward with schemes’ for denying 
education tothe colored race. But they will 
not prevail. Any attempt to turn back ward the 
progress which Georgia is making would shake the 
bourbon solidity tofragments. Shere will be two 
partiesin Georgia after 1884, if not before. 

There isno doubt thatthe condition oi 
things in Georgia is thoroughly anti-republi- 
can in a party sense,but itis not as unnatural 
as the Herald seems to suppose fora candi- 
date who has no sort of opposition in any 
quarter to receive a small vote; noris it 
easy to perceive how the disposition of the 
people in such acase is to be regarded asa 


nullifieation.of the election pmnciple. The 
philosophy of the whole business is 
simply this: That the republican 
party in Georgia bas no prin- 


ciple behind it-and therefore no excuse for 
existing. It is composed mainly*of a few 
federal office-holders, and a show of organiza- 
tion is kept up for the sole purpose of giving 


these office-holders a certain influence at 
Washington. This is the sole end and aim of 


the so-called republican party in Georgia. But 
this apart. 

We cannot imagine how the Herald heard 
that ‘“‘the yeactionists are coming forward 
with schemes for denying education to the 
colored race.’’ To be sure, there is a handful 
of reactionists in Georgia, but there isno room 
forany such movement as that described by 
the Herald. There is nota thoughtful, patriotic 
man in the state, from Governor McDaniel 
down who would not oppose it; but, better 
than this, the constitution of the state pro 
vides against it. In that instrument it 
made the duty of the genera! assembly to 
support the public school system by taxation, 
and the fund thus raised is for the education 
of blacks as well as whites. 

There are few men in Georgia who are op- 
posed to the education of the negro, there 
are a tew who are opposed to the public 
schoo! system itself; but there is no person 
in the state, who hasthoughtfully considered 
the matter who does not know that the edu- 
cation of the negro is a necessity which 
grows more urzent every day. So faras the 
public schoo] system is concerned, itis a fact 
which no prejudice can do away with. If is 
an institution that no reaction can touch. 
Nogro education in Georgia is likewise a fact, 
and itis going forward as rapidly as circum- 
stances will permit. 

The only argument we have seen against 
negro education could be used with equal 
aptness against the education of the whites— 
namely: That it gives greater facilities to 
criminals, But is a criminal any the less a 
criminal because he cannot read and write? 
Because there are accomplished white forgers

shall we therefore close the avenues of edu 
cation to the whites? Every sensible 
person will admit that the 
situation as it now exists is as intolerable as 
class or race ignorance can make it? Will 


the situation be improved by allowing the 
negroes to remain ignbrant? Will it improve | 
the race to deny it the opportunities for im- 
provement which it is seeking with such pa- 
thetic eagerness’? It is not the education of 
individuals that is the object sought, but the 
education of a race, which is more important. 

Is the negro to remain in the south? The 
wildesf reactionist the Boston Herald ever 
read after will admit that he is here to stay. 
Is the negro to remain a voter? There is no 
one to deny that he will retain the privileges 
of citizenship. It follows inevitably that the 
education of the race is a necessity. There is 
no other escape from the demoralization ana 
disaster that attend upon ignorant suffrage. 
It is to the interest of every white man, wo- 
man and child in Georgia that the negroes 
should be educated. 


AMERICAN HOGS.

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THE GROWING CROPS. 


The Report Made to Commissioner Henderson for the 
Month of May 

Hon. J. T. Henderson, ‘commissioner of agricul- 
ture, has just completed his tabulated siatement of 
the ccnd tion of the crops made up from the reports 
seutin by the correspondents by the first ef May, 
The table represents avery great amount of work 
inan exceedingly condensed form? The showing 
is very promising and there are several items that 


afford ground for congratulation. Some 
surprising figures are given in refer- 
énce to the purchases ef corn. The 


quantity of corn purchased in the state in compar- 
ison with the same period for last year is exceed- 
ingly low. In north Georgia the amount & 48 per 
cent, in middle Georgia 29 per cent, in east Georgia 
35 per cent, in southeast Georgia 60 per cent, and in 
southwest Georgia 3 per cent. Equally gratifying 
figures come upin reference to the quautities of 


hay purcbased in the different sec- 
tions. In comparison with the purchases 
of last year the figures stand, north Georgia, 32 per 


cent, middle Georgia 28 percent, southwest Geor- 
gia, 4 per cent, east Georgia, 24 percent, southeast 
Georgia, 55 percent. Someinteresting figures are 
given, showing the different prices paid forecorn for 
ecashand on creditin the several sections of the 
state. The burden of the farmer 
who buys his corn on credit cannot 
be more strikingly presented than in this little tanie 
of cash and credit prices:

The farmers of 
Georgia should bear in mind that shelled corn 
in the crib is a sure sign of hard times around 
the place. When the farmer goes 
from the field to his dinner and 
pours his horse’s corn out of a sack instead of shuck- 
ing itthe chancesare he will be a sad man in harvest 
time. He should realizé the fact that farming will 
not pay fifty per cent for creditas long as money 
goes begging atseven.

THE UNION SALE. 


A BigSale of Atlanta Real E«tate en the Boulevar4 
VY esterday. 

The grand union sale on the Boulevard, Jackron 
streetand Angieravenue came cff yesterday after- 
noon, and resulted in demonstrating the fact that 
the price of Atlanta soil wes worth to the Atlanta 
people $35,625. The land was the property of L. 
DeGive, Joha Stephens, L. B. Nelson, M. B. Weed, 
A. M. Reinhardt and W. A. Osborne. By these gen- 
tlemen several thousand dollars had been expend- 


ed in leveling and grading the ground 
and in widening the avenues upon 
which it fronted. They also sunk curbing 


for pavements and when the crowd congregated 
yesterday they found the ground in a most present- 
able condition. 

For many duys past this sale has been looked for- 
ward to with great interest by 
real estate men, property owners, specu- 
latorsand capitalists. Toe sale wasin ihe hands of 
aquartette of experienced real estate agents, aud 
every advertising dodge known to the trade was 
brought out duc:ing the time. Mr. George Adair, 

r ‘lt, A, Frierson, Mes-rs. Hendrix & McBurney, 
aud Messrs. Rice & Wilson vied 
with each other in juducing a 
big crowd and their united efforts resulted in gath- 
ering together one of the biggest crowds of moneyed 
men that have assemovled around an auctioneer in 
a long time in Atlanta. 

Early yesterday morning negro men with bells 
and banpers begun perambulating the streets of the 
city inviting buyers to attend the sale, and in @ 
Short while the Musical union band, seated in one 
of Ballard’s baggage wagons went the rounds. 


At 2:30 o’ciock the Gate City street car 
track in front of the Kimball 
house, was crowded with cars from Wall 


street to Pryor street. These cars were provided by 
the gentlemen who then owned the property and 
the erowd that went out rede free. Every car was 
crowded, and one peculiar feature of ihe crowd 
was the total absence of that class which usually 
take advantage of free rides and free lunches. The 
cars reached the Boulevardai three e’clock and 
again at3:30 o'clock, as many more persons came 
by the second trip. To these were, added many 
who went out on horseback, in buggies and cCar- 
riages and augmented the as-embdly until it was 
fully five hundred strong. 

Previous to the beginning of the sule quite a flut- 
ter was created among the prospective bidders by a 
circular which was scattered around generally.

building shall not be less than thirty feet. 3d. Par- 
ties who build and complete residences to 
cost not less than three thousand dollars 
within six months from the date of purchase, will 
upon request, be granted an extension of time on 
two-thirds of purchase price, as follows: One year 
for first third, and two vears for last third: instead 
of 6 and 12 months, 4s advertised. L. DeGive, John 
Stepbens, L. B. Nelson, M. B. Weed, A. M. Rein- 
hardt, W. A. Osborne.’’

Te Re Established on a Proper Uaela, and With Im- 
proved Faciilticse ia Athunta. 

Whatever may be the result of the merchants’ 
meeting yesterday morning so far as the considera- 
tion of the discriminations of the railroads against 
Atlanta was concerned, it certainly accomplished 
one good result. When the meeting was about to 
: Mr. Henry Boylston called attention to the 
dingy little room in which forty or fifty of 
the leading merchants of Atlanta had 
met toconsider questions of the gravest impor- 
tance, Thisroom is known as the chamber of com 
merce, avd is the only meeting place of the Atlanta 
board of trade. After Mr. Boylston had urged the 
importance of the revival of interest in tae 
board of tradeand the acquirment of respeciable 
quarters, Mr. E, P. Chamberlin said that he would 
in ina movement to establish a bourd of 
r basis. He believed thatif the 
natter were fairly presented at su f- 
ficient number of merchants would 
readily join to insure fts success. He thought 
an initiauion fee of $59 would be little enough, and 
he believed ope hundred merchants could be easi- 
iv fonud who would go intos1ch an arrangement. 
"Mr. Louis Ghoistin thought $50 was too much, and 
was of the opinion that ¢5 initiation fee and $10 
yearly ducs would be enough, 

”" Mr. Aaron Haas said he would support the $50 
proposition, as the best that probably could be done, 
but he thought $50 apiece from the merchants in- 
terested would be too littl He favored an initia- 
tion fee of $100and the issuing in return therefora 
certificate of membership which shall be negotia- 
bie. He didnot believe in cheap taings and was 
in favor of trying the thing right from theétart Mr 
BE. Crane said that he was president of the At- 
lanta board of trade but the oilice wasa sinecure. 
The board seidom met and had been held together 
oniv by the efforts ef a few grocery merchants and 
provision dealers. There ought to be a real active 
hoard of trade in Atlanta, and one Can be estab- 
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heartily jol 
trade on the prope 


lished with a litve eo-operation. The merchants 
of every line ought to come into it and 
they would all find it to their advantage. He 


would even like to see professional gentlemen in- 
terested init. ‘The new board as proposed ought to 
be more generally representative of Atianta’s in- 
jerests than the board had ever been. Frequently 
ihe departments of Washington write to the presi- 
dent of the board of trace of Atlanta for figures of 
the trade of the city. There aré no faciliiies now 
for furnishing the information thus asked, ‘The 
income of the board ought to be sufficient to fur- 
nish a commodious bali and toemploy @ secretary 
who shali keep such statistics, There is notin the 
United States a city anything like the size and im- 
portance of Atlanta that has iota board of trade 
well keptup. Notlong ago the little city of Bath 
in Maine published a handsome pamphlet of ‘ 
business for the past year, and even the smalle 
cities of the west have perfect arrangements for 
showing the world in such authentic shape. The 
Atlanta bo:rd of trade has some very 
valuable franchises which ought not to be 
lost. One of the most important 
of these is the right ofthe arLitration committee. 
This committee, by 4 franchise from the legisiature, 
have the right to setue disputes on business matters 
between merchants or between merchants and rail- 
rounds. The court olficers of Fulton county serve 
the writs and subpo:uas of the arbitration commit- 
tee and the awards of the committee have ail the 
weight of judgments of the superior court, Mr, 
Crane’s practical afd stirring talk seemed to im- 
press all present that Atlanta must have a board of 
trade.

AN OLD NEGRO WOMAN PERISHES 
IN THE FLaMBs.

A Fire Near th» Atlante University Destroys a Negro 
House and Buros to Death an Aged Woman 
whois Uasb eto Eicape— Che Sid} ning 
Eprotacic that Grected toe Firemen. 


——— 


About 11 o'clock yesterday morning the home of 
John Elam, colored, corner of Parson and Vine 
streets, was discovered to be on fire. As carly as 
pessible au alarm was turned in from box 52, cor 
ner Mitchell and Mangum streets, and with their 
usual promptness the department was soon out. 
In the meanwhile an alarm was given from box 54, 
but orders were given by Chief Ryan to answer the 
first call. Both alarms were for the same fire. 
When the fire was reached the building, a two- 
story frame structure, Was nearly consumed, and on 
account of the fire being out of the limits, only 
the bucket force could be of any service, and not- 
‘withstanding they worked hard, but little good was 
done, and the building and its contents were totally 
destroyed. When ihe fire originated John Elam, 
the owner and occupant was at the Central railroad 


depot, at which place heis one of the truckhands. 
His wife, who is a school teacher, was at Willow 
church, some distance off, where she was attending 
to her school duties. In the meantime, some one 
happened tomention and inquire as to the where- 
abouts eof an aged and invalia negro woman, Delia 
Maddox, an occupant of one of tee rooms of the 
burning building. As she was not seen to esvape, 
the general opinion was at once fi rmed that she had 
perished in the flames. At thetimethe excitement 
concerhivg her was most intense, the sickening 
spectacie of her charred form was seen lying near 
one of the fireplaces, burned beyond recognition. 
The attention of the firemen and others was atonce 
given toextinguishing the flames surrounding the 
body, butit was not until it burned intoa crisp 
that they were successfulin their efforts. The sight 
of the burning flesh, the odor arising therefrom and 
the skeleton of the unfortunate negro, all com- 
bined, was indeed sickeniag, and as amid the 
cracking of the wood and tne fuss of the flames the 
flesh could be heard frying, a shudder passed over 
the large crowd of spectators who were gazing on 
the horriblescene. Thefriends of the unfortunate 
woman were much moved at her fatal misfortune. 

She was fora long time the cook of the Atlanta 
college, but suffered from a stroke of paralysis 
which caused her to become nearly blind and made 
her a confirmed invalid. she was placed at Elam’s 
house and was being taken care of by the college 
and asociety of which she was a member. 

Coroner Hilburn heid an inqygest, and a_ verdict 
of accidental burning was returned by the jury, 
after which the remains were properly buried. 
klam says that on the 8th of January last his house 
caught fire from the use of kerosene with which 
Delia was kindlinga fire. As no fire was in the 
house when he and his wife left home yesterday 
morning, it ig thought the old woman was attempt- 
ing to make hi fire, using oil with the above result. 
Elam lost all of his household furniture and a iot 
offine chickens, The orchard and vineyard near 
the dwelling were badly damged by beat. His 
loss is estimated at from $1,500 to $1,800 with noin- 
surance, his policy having expired only a few days 
ago.
